Trees may be planted from the time the leaves fall in the autumn 
till they come on again in the spring, with the exception that this work 
cannot be done when the ground is frozen too hard to admit of digging. 
Fall planting has its advantages over planting done in the spring, in that 
trees planted then get thoroughly set by the time spring arrives — they 
have had the advantage of the winter snows and early spring rains 
and are in a position to make an early start when the growing season 


arrives.
